Fighting Off Wei-Hai-Wel. 


Twenty-One Oruisers Taking Part ia}

THE JAPS REPULSED u AN ATTACK ON 
PORT ARTHUR. ' 


Unmsuceesstul Attempt to Capture the 
Ferts of Wei-Hai-Wei—Expert Work 
of Chinese Ganuners-—A Vigerous Fire 
Frem the Ferts—Retirement of the 
Japanese Fiecet—A Stubbern Fight en

SHANGHAI, Aug. 11.—A Olspatch says that 
the Pel Yang fleet is engaged with a Japanese 
feet, and that a stubborn battle ig being ’ 
fought. Twenty-one ships are taking part in 
this fight. 

A dispatch received here from Chee Foo 
says that the Japanese attacked Port Ham- 
ilton (Port Arthur) yesterday evening and 
were repulsed. 0 

A special dispatch from Chee Foo confirms 
the report that the Japanese feet attacked 
the Chinese fleet at Wel-Hal-Wel yesterday 
morning and that the former were repulsed 
at one entrance of the harbor and subée- 
quently attacked at the other entrance. 

The dispatch says that the Japaneses made 
a daring attemptto capture the forts and 
arsenal at Wel-Hal-Wel. The Japanese at- 
tacked in force four cruisers and several 
smaller vessels heading the advance. 

The first shots were exchanged at day- 
light, but the Chinese were on the alert and 
their gunners returned a vigorous fire from 
the torts. Tue Japanese apparently ex- 
pected to take the Chinese dy surprise, while 
the latter’s warships were away, the 
Chinese squadron, with the excep- 
tion of some small gunboats and a 


torpedo vessel, having sailed the day before 
for another port. Bat the gunboats and 
forts kept up such a fwell directed fire that 
the Japanese wers unable to enter the har- 
bor. The Chinese torpedo boats were then 
ordered to advanée, and when they did so 
the Japanese fleet ratired. 

The same fleet of Japanese vessels attacked 
the barbor enfrance.iater in the day. The 
result of this second attack was not known 
when the special dispatch was sent. 


CHINA’S ILL LUOK. 


Destruction by Fire ot a Rifle Factory 
and Iron and Steel Wor«s. 


SAN Francisco, Oal., Aug. 11.—The City of 
Peking brings news of a great conflagration, 
which almost amounted to a national mis- 
fort ine. 

Just at this time, when China needs all the 
improved arms sie can secure, it is very un- 
fortunate that the new rifie factory and steel 
and iron works established by the Viceroy at 
Hun Yang stould be destroyed by an incen- 
diary fire. The loss will amount to $1,000,000, 


The incendiaries are thought to be cooliles, 
who had been severely punished by the offi- 
Clals in cbar 6 of the works, 

About 4 0’clock in the morning an alarm of 
fre was turned in and the first on the spot 
found the bulldingtontatning the rifie-mak- 
ing machinery in a full blaze from one end to 
the other. The names had such a hold that 
it was found imp w#sibie to enter the building 
and all efforts had to be confined to the sa- 
ing of the forge and adjacent buildings. 

In tne short space of four hours the whole 
of the rifie factory was ina heap of ruins. 
The iron room, which was upheld by wooden 
supports, was soon burned through aad it 
came down with a erash, burying the whole 
of the machinery. 

It is doubtful whether the Viceroy win 
have pluck to start to rebuild the factory 
and it is also thought that he will not be able 
to raise funds to make reparation, which was 
intended to be a national monument.

Miss Emily Meier, High School 
Teacher, Fell Four Stories. 


She Fractured Her Skull and Died Al- 
most Instantly. 


THE TRAGIC DEATH OCCURRED AT A 
MICHIGAN SANITARIUM. 


Miss Meter Had Gene There as a Patient 
te Becuperate Her Health — Mer 
Funeral ie St. Louis Te-Day—Was „ 
Teacher fer Fifteen Years and Well 
Krewn in School Circles—The News 
ef Her Death a Great Skeck to Her 


Friends. 


At the funeral of Miss Emily J. L. Meter 
this afternoon, from the residence of her 
brother, Robert Meter, 2820 North Twenty- 
third street, the facts surrounding the tragic 
manner in which she met her death were re- 
vealed, and for the firsttime given for pub- 
lication. Miss Meler was third assist- 
ant at the High School and was 
a patient at the Sanitarium in 
Battle Creek, Mich., where she had gone for 
the summer torecuperate her broken health. 
Last Tuesday she fell from the balcony on 
the fourth floor of the institution and was 
almost instantly killed. Just how the awful 
accident came about is not clearly Known. 
She was sitting on a fourth-story balcony 
early Tuesday morning. The nurse left her 
to mall a letter, it is said, and in a few 
moments Miss Meier’s form was seen falling 
to the ground below. 

When attendants reached her she was un- 
conscious, The skull at the right temple was 
fractured and Miss Meier died within haif 
an hour, without * regained conscious- 
ness. 

Miss Meter’s brothers, Paul of Sheboygan, 
Wis., and Ernest of Chicago, arrived here 
yesterday with the remains, which were 
taken charge of by Undertaker George W.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11,—The assemblage of 
Coxeyites, Galvinites, and so-salled tndus- 
trials, who have been camping at Rosslyn, 
were driven from the soll of Virginia shortly 
after daybreak this morning by the militia of 
that State. The raid was made without the 
least resistance from the“ armies. The hats 
which had been erected from boughs 
of trees, straw, hay and other materials, 
which could be secured, are but remnants 
of thelr former appearance. 

After their oeeupants had been forced from 
them the torch was applied and every ves- 
tige that the flames could destroy was 
burned. 

At 8 o’clock this morning the men were 
lined along the Acqueduct bridge which joins 
the outskirts of Washington with the State 


of Virginia, watching their only property go 


up in smoke. They had been forced upon the 
bridge, bat there the authority of the militia 
ended and the industriais Knew it. 

ON THE BRIDGE. 

They fearedto enter the District of Col- 
umbia, as they belleved arrest as vagrants 
awaited them, and there they are waiting 
for something to turn up. Their fears, how- 
ever, were groundless, for but a single 
policeman guarded the Washington end of 
the bridge, and he had no intention of mo- 
lesting them aswas evidenced by the fact 
that several took their chances and entered 
the city limits, though the great majority 
remained on the bdri‘ige. 

Many complaints have poured upon Gov.

The Upper Mississipp!. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Of late years the Government has spent 
immense sums of money for the improve- 
ment of the Upper Mississippi River from st. 
Louis to St. Paul; Dut every year when the 
passenger travel ought to de at ite best, we 


hear the same old cry: Not enough water in 
the river; so we had to transfer our pas- 
sengers to the railroad when we reached 
Duck Creek Station, about 100 miles below 
St. Paul, and we nad a tough time getting as 
far as Duck Creek Station. 

Years ago before the Government river 
improvement had made much headway, the 
largest sidewheel boats ran all season, from 
spring to fall; but now after years of im- 
provements the larger boats are compelled 
to go tothe dank about Aug. 1, and choke 
astump forthe rest of the season. What is 
the matter? Does river improvement not 
improve? There must certainly be some- 
thing wrong somewhere. 

The old Dridge at Rock Island was a terror 
which latter-day Doatmen do not dread, but 
It Wasa terror to old-time boatmen. The 
latter-day boatman has a canal for his boat 
ro go through from Montrose, Io., to Keokuk, 
but the old-time boatman had’ to tug and 
tussle many a day before he would get his 
boat over the lower rapids. Now, with a 
new bridge at Rock Island and the Upper 
Rapids improved from Rock Island to Le 
Claire Upper Mississipp! boats are compelled 
to gotothe bank about the latter. part of 
July or early part of August, when passen- 
ger traffic is the heaviest. T he writer steam- 
boated onone boat immediately after the 
war for seven consecutive years, and that 
boat never laid up a day from the time navi- 
gation opened im the springtime until! the 
close of navigation in November. But for 
several years pastandat the present time, 
after years of river improvement, the 
boats lay up about the ist of August. 
If the Government wouldgpend more money 
onthe Upper Mississippi, Ohlo and Illinois 
Rivers and less on the Lower Mississipp!, it 
would be much Detter for steamboat inter- 
ests, Wherea pile is driven or a rock thrown 
on the Ohio, IIIinois or Upper Mississippi 
Rivers it will stay there; but on the Lower 
Mississippi the banks are liable to wash 
away and render the plies or rocks useless. 
The writer has steamboated on the largest 
and finest passenger steamboats in nearly 
every packet trade from Pittsburg to Cairo 
and from Lake Minnetonka to the Gulf o 
Mexico. It is my opinion that the Upper 
Mississippi can be made. naviablie for the 
largest boats for at least seven months, and 
the Ohio River navigable for large boats ten 
months every year. The [illinois River can be 
made navigable for large boats nine months 
every year. What we want is less old fogy- 
ism, and a greater determination amon 
steamboatmen to see the rivers mentione
